Tied His Hands with 
a.

Jumped Into the River to End 


His Troubles, 


Yesterday

boys found the body of a man Heat- 
ing on the upper-edge o£ Goose Is- 
land, partly in the water and partially, 
out, with iiis hands tied with binding 
twine.

George Vosburg, who escaped 
from 


the insane asylum last Tuesday. The

Clearly Suiicde 


It was clearly a case of suicide, al- 


though the finding of the hands bound 
together at 
first 
led 
to the talk _ of j 


murder. Vosburg was an expert swim- 
mer and it is thought that he tied 
his hands together to keep from sav- 
ing himself when he was in the wa- 
ter. 
He escaped from the asyiuni 


Tuesday and it is thought that he 
went immediately to the river. 
The 


position of the cords on the wrists 
also substantiates this theory. 


Talked Suicide 


Mr. Vos'burg came ,to the asylum 


two years ago from Beloit. He was 
not violently insane, but he has Lad 
the suicidal mania for some time. On 
different occasions he has told in- 
mates of the same ward he was con- 
fined in that he would kill himself if 
he got a chance. 
He was closely 


watched in consequence and immedi-j 
atoly after his absence was1 noticed 
searching parties began their fruitless 
hunt for him. 
He evidently .went 


directly to the river and jumped in, 
having provided himself for tying his 
hands before leaving the asylum. The 
bloated appearance of the remains 
shows that they had not been in the 
water long and the warm weather of 
the past week caused the body to rise 
quicker I ban is usual in this1 season of 
the year. 


Lived in Beloit 


Vosburg lived in Beloit and loaves 


a wife and two children to mourn his 
loss. 
Family troubles brought on by 


derangement of the minft caused his 
insanity. His original trouble can be 
traced back to an 
awful 
accident 


which occurred to him while work- 
ing in a Beloit factory some y.ears 
ago w'.iun ho was frightfully burned. 
He has one brother in Beloit and one 
living in Chicago.

President Mitchell himself says he

Worked Night and Day For Others, 
Through all the mining districts hang 


large lithographs of the president of 
the mine workers. 
With .many he 


comes well ,nigh being their saint, 
liis-p'riest-liko garb and face mny add 
to this impression. 
Men have mar- 


veled at the. manner in winch he uni- 
fies and controls the immense bodies 
of foreigners who make up the mining 
populations. 
They need marvel no 


more. There is only one spell John 
Mitchell casts over,his people, and it Is 
a very old and simple one. It is'lovo. 
Other would bo leaders can -learn, a 
great lesson from this quiet and un- 
pretentious labor president, lie' has 
inspired confidence in those who fol- 
low him. He has inspired that confi- 
dence because he lias been unselfish. 
He has" lived in the simple style that ho 
did when, a miner himself. He has re- 
fused Increase of salary. He has work- 
ed night and clay for others. He has 
never Indulged in harsh or uncharita- 
ble criticism of even bis foes, however 
unjust they havo been in their treat- 
ment of him. Ho has never put on 
airs. He lias not been self conscious, 
lie nevcrs goes t'o his ends by round- 
about ways. He is cautious in his 
statements, never gives tiny handle to 
Ills enemies by what he says. Above 
all lie has confidence in the miners and 
enjoys their confidence in return. Ho 
believes in them; hence they believe in 
him.

Speaker of Acknowledged Ability. 


John Mitchell is only thirty-six years 


of ngc-. Ho first became president of 
tho United Mine Workers of America 
at twenty-eight. This achievement was 
reached .without any of tho/heips usu 
ally Ix-lleved to bo necessary to young 
men to got on in the world: His father 
was a poor miner before him. John 
jiifcholi's mother died when he was 
two years old, and his father went 
four years later. A stepmother nil sod 
the boy, who ran away from homo at 
eight. What little schooling he had 
was received prior to that time. To- 
day be'is considered- a well educated 
man, 
a writer of books, magazine and 


newspaper articles and a speaker of. 
acknowledged ability. 
But what ho 


has learned has booh by night study 
aud by reading the book-of human life. 
Early he vi-ent Into the mines. Per- 
haps it was in liis bloo'fl. He began as 
door tender. He decided to see. the 
world. He went from state to state, 
picking up jobs in the mines to pay hi? 
way. At one time be drove mules iu n 
mine in Colorado; then he went to 
Mexico. Eventually he drifted back to 
Ids homo at Spring Valley, ill., where 
ho still lives. 


At an early age he went Into a labor 


organization, the old veteran body 
known as the Knights of Labor. After 
a time he became secretary" of a locril, 
then of a district organization. Later 
he was on a legislative'committee to 
secure the passage of a law demanded 
by the workingmen. He succeeded, 
und his success started him in his ca- 
reer. About this time he married, his 
wife having the good Hibernian name 
of Catharine O'Jtourke. 
Mitchell is 


Irish himself, though his speech scarce- 
ly betrays the fact. More than ever ho 
'ouckled''clown to study. When a man 
works ton or twelve-hours in. a mine 
ho has uot much heart in him to im- 
prove his mind, but John Mitchell had 
too much will power to be doterned by 
a little obstacle such as this. 


National Organizer. 


As ti result of his legislative venture 


he was made a member of the state 
executive board of the Knights of La- 
bor and shortly afterward a national 
organizer. .The succeeding year, iu 
18'JS, he wns. elected vice president of 
the United Mine Workers. 
I" a short 


timo the president, M. L>. Ratcuford, 
resigned to accept, another place, ana 
Mitchell succeeded to tho presidency, 
where bo has since remained. When 
bo became president the mine workers 
only had about 43,000 members all told. 
By his organizing ability and by the 
national growth of tbo order it now has 
over ten times that number. The or- 
ganization of the anthracite field has 
practically taken place entirely under 
his supervision. 


Iu appearance Mr. Mitchell is of me- 


dium size, being about live foot eight 
inches in height and weighing perhaps 
150 pounds. 
He always dresses in 


black, -wearing uniformly a Prince Al- 
bert cont, straight narrow band of a 
standing collar raid black tic. 
A soft 


black bat invariably covers his bead. 
Ho smokes cheap clgnrs aud has-.one in 
his mouth,.incessantly. 
He is clean 


shaven, with sharp features and a high 
but receding forehead. 
His hair is 


black and not worn as that of other 
men, but is cut oil square across the 
back. The most remarkable feature of 
the man is his eye. This is largo.and 
luminous aud, though gray In color, is 
so intense that it gives the Impression 
at times of being black. 


Has No Recreations Except Work. 
John Mitchell has remarkable self 


control and the power of concentration 
In au unusual degree. Ho never seems 
possessed of nerves. He is usually re- 
served, but can unbend on occasion, 
lie is a good story teller. 
Ho has no 


recreations except work. IJo Is demo- 
cratic and is called John by all who 
know him at all well. Hi- is at home 
alike with presidents, millionaires or 
minors—perhaps most with the miners. 
Ho sloops little and thinks much. Late 
at night, aftor others havo loft him, ho 
plans his campaign for tho next day. 
Last summer a bank failure ut Spring 
Valley took his deposit of $2,000, said 
to be all he had In the: world. 


He bus won two strikes for the an- 


thracite miners, ouo in 1000, the other, 
in. 1002. It was in the latter that Pres- 
ident Roosevelt intervened. 
At this 


time John Mitchell wns hulled as the 
man of the hour and was greeted as 
tho foremost labor leader of tbo world. 
He wrote a book on thnt strike and 
afterward 
took a trip through En- 


rope and sent back labor letters for the 
American press. As a result of that 
strike Mitchell day was established in 
October of each year and was made n 
holiday throughout the mining region. 


Here is an estimate of John Mitchell, 


not from ono of his own men, but from 
a representative- of tho coal barons 
themselves: 


"He is honest, fearless, bravo, calm, 


conservative and sound as a ilojlar." 


AVhen a man's friends appoint a holi- 


day In his honor and1 his natural ono- 
mies speak of him in that manner 
there must bo something to him. -

New York, Oct. 9.—David Parks 


Fackier, former president of the Ac- 
tuarial society, in discussing the ques- 
tion o£ life insurance, declares in em- 
phatic terms that policy holders pay 
too much. He says: 


"Recent, revelations as to the man- 


agement of certain life insurance com- 
panies naturally have called public at- 
tention to their heavy expenditures, 
•and ninny persons believe they charge 
far higher premiums than Is necess- 
ary. That the cost of life insurance 
is greater than it should be is beyond 
question, and we may say fairly that 
•this probably is the 'only business in 
which competition has not had the ef- 
fect of reducing the cost to the people. 
On the other hand, the excess net 
cost, after due allowance for divi. 
dends, is' not as great as often is sup- 
posed. 


"In manufactures, agriculture, and 


transportation great reductions in cost 
have been made within a score of 
years. This cheapening has been ef- 
fected partly by cutting down the pri- 
mary cost of materials to the produc- 
er before they were offered for sale 
and partly by reducing the expense 
of transferring them to the public 
after production, the latter saving be- 
ing effected through improved systems 
of consolidations that have cheapened 
and simplified work. \ 
Only Competition: Hiring of Agents. 


"Ic life insurance, however, it is im- 


possible to reduce what may be called 
the primary cost of affording iusur- 
:='•- 


ance to the public, that .spends upon 
the rate of, mortality, which is nearly 
unchangeable and is practically the 
same ia a large company as In a small 
company. 
Therefore, the only way 


to economize is bv reducing the sec- 
ondary elements of cost, i. e., the ex- 
pense of getting business and: the tak- 
ing euro of it at the home office after

insurance companies comes through 
their agents and solicitors.
